As 
had never before seen any body 
than himself, with nndaunted 
tge rode into the thicket and re­ 
ceived a alight wound in the thigh and 
leat his hat 
Hog retreated and the Indian came 
• it with his ( Hog's) hat on. 
Hog 
aharged him fortwlth. 
By this time 
It was getting dark. 
Boh had his In- 
SNan alone. The other boys had gone 
« in I running fight, hut Boh stuck 
tm his Indian and herded him every 
a chance presented itself. Finally 
boys returned, and Bob hearing 
coming yelling out, “Here he is 
Joe, I have shot a peck of bullets into 
him and he can outrun me now " 
At thia Juncture the Indian made 
for the brancB. 
He sncceeded in get­ 
ting there and sunk himself in mud and 
water, but was shortly after relieved 
of all his misery by a shot from Little 
IMh's gun. 
The next day the scout returned to 
camps with three scalps and a lot of 
horse* and other trinkets they had 
captured from the Indians.
